— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Con- 
stitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to 
the[posts of Upper Division Clerks (Telegraphists) in the Ministry of External Affairs, namely; — 

1 . Short title and commencement. — (i) These rules may be called the U.D.C. (Telegra- 
phists) Rules, 1969. 

(li) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 
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2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts of Upper Division Clerks (Telegra- 
phists) in the Telegraph Section of Ministry of External Affairs. 

3. Number of Pots, Classification and Scale of Pay. — The number of the said posts, 

their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

4. Method of Recruitment, age Limit and other Qualifications. — Tire method of 

recruitment to the iaid posts, age limit, qualification and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in column s 6 to 13 of the said Schedule : 

Provided that the maximum age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 

in respect of direct recruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to 

Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and othebspccial categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications.- — (a) No person who lias more than one wife living or who, having 

a spouse living, marries in an y case in which such marriage is void by reason Of 
its having taken place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said posts ; and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of her husband having a wife 
living at the time of her marriage, or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of her marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the question of this rule. 

6 . Power to Relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it ^[necessary or 

expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or 
ppsts.

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such rharriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

G.S.R. 1876. — The following draft of certain rules further, to amend the Preven- 
tion of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the Central Government, after com 
sultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, proposes to make, in 
exercise of the nowers conferred, by sub-section (2) of section 4 and sub-section 

(i) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), 
are hereby, published as required by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act 
for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration on or after 
the 31st August, 1969. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any persons with 
respect to the said draft rules, before the date so specified will be considered by 
the Central Government. 


Draft Rules: 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Sec- 
tion Amendment) Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on such date as the Government may, by 
notification in the official Gazette, appoint. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955: — 

(1) in rule 22, after Item 22 the following item shall be inserted, namely: — 

“22A, Gold leaf and silver, leaf 1 gram’’; 

(2) in rule 28, sub-clause (a) shall be omitted; 

(3) In rule 29, sub-clause (-k) shall be omitted; 
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(4) In rule 32, in the first proviso after the letter and word ‘'00 grams” the 

words “except the products covered under Fruit Products Order 
1955” shall be Inserted; 

(5) in rule 34, the following proviso shall be added at the end, namely: — 

“Provided that the above requirement may not be applicable to products 
covered under Fruit Products Order 1955" 

(6) for rule 36, the following shall be substituted namely: — 

“The type used for declaration shall be of such dimension that it shall 
be conspicuous to a reader and shall not be in any case less than 3 
m.m. in height. The word ‘synthetic’ whenever it is UBed shall be 
of the same size as used for the name ot the product. 

(7) in rule 40, after sub-rule (2) the following shall be added, namely: — 

“(3) Anv fruit and vegetable product alleged to be fortified with vita- 
min C shall contain not less than 40 mgm per 110 gm. of the pro- 
duct. 

(8) in rule 44, 

after clause (1), the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(m) condensed milk which does not conform to the standards prescribed 
In Appendix B”; 

(9) in rule 50, In sub-rule (1), 

(a) after clause (q) the following clause shall be Inserted, namely: — • 
“(r) gold leaf and silver leaf”; 

(b) for the proviso the following shall be substituted, namely.— 
“Provided that the fruit products covered under the Fruit Products 

Order, 1955, solvent extracted oils and edible flour covered under 
the Solvent Extracted Oils, De-oiled Meal and Edible f lour (Con- 
trol) Order, 1967, and vanaspati covered under the Vegetable Oil 
Product Control Order, 1947, shall be exempted from the above 
rule.” 

(10) in the Table to rule 57 under column 1, against item 3, for the word 

’Arsenic’ the words ‘Arsenlous Oxide’ shall be substituted; 

(11) after the rule 65, the following rule shall be added, namely: — 

“60. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, ethylene gas in- 
tended for use as a plant regulator on food and vegetable crops 
shall not leave any residual tolerance.”; 

(12) After Part XIV, the following shall be inserted, namely:— 

“PART XV SOLVENT EXTRACTED OILS AND EDIBLE FLOUR: 

67. Definition of solvent-extracted oil. — Solvent-extracted oil means any vege- 
table oil obtained from oil-bearing material by the process of extraction by a 
solvent. 

68. Conditions of manufacture, stock and sale of solvent extracted oil, — The 
manufacture, stock and sale of solvent-extracted oil shall be subject to compliance 
with the following conditions, namely:— 

(1) The OH shall be manufactured only in factories licensed for the, purpose 

under the Solvent-Extracted Oil, De-olled Meal and Edible Flour 
(Control) Order, 1967 (hereinafter referred to as the said Order In 
this part). 

(2) The oil-bearing materials subjected to the extraction process for the 

manufacture of solvent-extracted oil, and the solvent used In the said 
process, shall conform to the standards of quality laid down in sub- 
clauses (7) and (8) of clause 9 of the said Order. 

(3) Only such grades and varieties of solvent-extracted oil may be manufac- 

tured, stocked or sold for the purpose of direct human consumption 
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a a have been permitted in sub-clause (1) of clause 9 of the said 
Order, and for the purpose of refining for direct human consumption 
or for use in the manufacture of vanaspati as have been permitted 
in sub-clause (2) of clause 9 of the said Order, and these oils shall 
conform to the appropriate standards of quality prescribed therein. 

(4) The oils shall be packed and labelled in accordance with the require- 

ments under clause 11 of the said Order. 

(5) The sale or movement of stocks of solvent-extracted oil other than of 

the “refined” grade, that is to say oil which has been neutralised, 
blenched and deodorised and conforms to the appropriate standards 
of quality for such oil, shall be governed by the provisions of sub- 
clause (3) of clause 9 of the said Order. Such oil shall be sold or 
moved by the producer directly to industrial users thereof registered 
as such under the said Order, and not to any other person or through 
any third party. 

69. , Definition of solvent-extracted edible flour — ‘ Solvent-extracted edible flour” 
means the ground material obtained from specially-prepared de oiled meal, that 
Is the residual material left over when oil is extracted by a solvent from oil-cake 
Immediately following the single-pressing of good quality edible oilseeds. 

70. Conditions of manufacture, stock and sale of solvent-extracted edible flour. — 

The manufacture, stock and sale of solvent-extracted edible flour shall be subject 
to compliance with the following conditions, namely: — 

(1) The edible flour shall be manufactured only in factories licensed for the 

purpose under the said Order. 

(2) The de-oiled meal from which the edible flour is prepared, and the sol- 

vent used in the extraction process, shall conform to the standards of 
quality laid down in sub-clauses (6) and (8) of clause 9 of the said 
Order. 

(3) Only such grades and qualities of edible flour may be manufactured 

as have been permitted in sub-clause (3) of clause D of the said Order, 
and these shall conform to the appropriate stands ds of quality pres- 
cribed therein. 

(4) The edible flour shall be packed and labelled in accordance with the 

requirements under clause 11 of the said Order.”; 

(13) in Appendix B— 

(i) in item A. 08.01; 

(a) In sub-item (1) for the words “Coffee liberica or Coflea robusta” the 

following words “Qoffea liberica, Coffea excelsa or Coflea robusta” 
shall be substituted. 

(b) In sub-item (5) the words and brackets “Coffee (green, raw or un- 

roasted)” shall be omitted; 

<ii) In item A, 14, 

(a) In sub-item (d) in coulmn 2, for the words and figures “35 per cent” 

the words and figures "32 per cent” shall be substituted; 

(b) In sub-item (e) In coulmn 2, for the words and figures "1.3 per cent 

and not more than 2 per cent” the words and figures "1.0 per cent 
and not more than 2,2 per cent” shall be substituted;

(a) in sub-item (c) in column 2, for the figures “105” the figures ‘98’ 
shall be substituted; 

(b) after sub-item (a) the following shall be inserted, namely: — 

(f) there shall be no turbidity after keeping the filtered sample at 30° C 
for 24 hours”; 

(xii) after item A. 26.05, the following shall be Inserted, namely: — 

“A. 27 Gold leaf and silver leaf used In food.

not extending beyond the dale on which he attains the age of 58 years or 60 
years if he is governed by clause (b), clause (c) or clause (e), as the case may 
be, of rule 56 even though such leave extends beyond the date on which he retires 
on the expiry of the notice under the said rule: 

Provided further that every Government servant — - 

(i) who, alter having been under suspension, is reinstated within six 
months preceding the date of his compulsory retirement and was pre- 
vented by reason of having been under suspension from applying for 
leave preparatory to retirement, shall be allowed to avail of such leave 
as he was prevented from applying for, subject to a maximum of six 
months reduced by the period between the date of retirement and 
the date of compulsory retirement; 

(lit who retired from service on attaining the age of compulsory retire- 
ment while under suspension and was prevented from applying for 
leave preparatory to retirement on account of having been under 
suspension, shull Ire allowed to avail of the leave to his credit sub-

been granted to him under clause (a) had he retired on the date of

(a) who, after having been under suspension, is reinstated within 120 days 

or 180 days, as the case may be preceding the date of his compulsory 
retirement and was prevented by reason of having been under sus- 
pension from applying for leave preparatory to retirement; shall be 
allowed to avail of such leave as he was prevented from applying 
for, subject to a maximum of 120 davs or 1 80 days, as the case may 
be. reduced by the period between the date of retirement and the 
date of compulsory retirement; 

(b) who retired from service on attaining the age of compulsory retire- 

ment while under suspension and was prevented from applying for 
leave Preparatory to retirement on account of having been under

(i) during the period of extension, any earned leave due in respect of the 

period of such extension and; to the extent necessary; the earned 
leave which could have been granted to him under the preceding pro- 
viso had he retired on the date of compulsory retirement; 

(ii) after the expiry of the period of extension- — 

(a) the earned leave which could have been granted to him under the 

preceding proviso had he retired on the date of compulsory retire- 
ment; diminished by the amount of such leave availed of during 
the period of extension, and 

(b) any leave earned during the period of extension as has been formally 

applied for as preparatory to final cessation of his duties in suffi- 
cient time during the extension and refused to him cn account of 
the exigencies of the public service; and 

(iii) in determining the amount of earned leave due in respect of the exten- 

sion with reference to rule 9; the earned leave; if any; admissible 
under the preceding proviso shall be taken into account.
